“A  report  was  lately  spread,  f«»inU  more  tliau  a  thousand  lib- 
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erated  Negroes,  piost  of  them 
recently  collected  from  22 
tlifterent  nations, with  bitterpre- 
jiidices  against  each  other  ;  in 
short  every  thing  in  their  char¬ 
acters,  manners  and  habits  was 
forbidding  and  appalling.  Af¬

•ecular.  improvements,  which 
nhev  made  during  the  three  first 
yoain  of  Mr.  Johnson's  labors 
omon^  them,  and  the  average at- 
tvbtlance  upon  public  worship 
of  not  less  than  12  or  ISOO,  and 
that  his  first  congregation  con¬ 
sisted  of  only  nine  persons,  and 
that  his  school  had  increased  to 
more  than  .500  seholars,  the 
Committee  proceeil  as  follows. 

“These  were  great  encourage¬ 
ments  to  Mr.  Johnson  in  his  la¬ 
bors,  but  he  was  not  satisfied 
with  the  reformation  of  the  man¬ 
ners  of  his  people :  he  prayed 
for  indications  of  a  change  of 
heart,  and  the  influence  of  a 
living  principle.  Nor  did  he 
w'aitlong.  ()ne  and  another  be¬ 
gan  to  visit  him,  burdened  by  a 
sense  of  their  sins,  to  ask  what 
they  were  to  do  to  be  saved — 
disclosing  to  him  the  gracious 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on 
their  hearts,  in  the  most  simple 
and  touching  manner.  He  saw 
persons,  in  every  direction,  be¬ 
fore  thev  came  to  attend  mor¬ 
ning  and  evening  daily  worship, 
kneeling  in  private  prayer  be¬ 
hind  bushes  and  houses.  All 
witlioiit  exception,  wish  for  bap¬ 
tism  ;  but  Mr.  Johnson  admits 
none  to  that  ordinance  till  he  is 
satisfied  of  their  intelligence  and 
integrity.  All  have  abandoned 
polygamy,  greegrees,  and  devil- 
worship.  The  baptized  are  in 
the  habit  of  regularly  partaking 
of  the  Lord’s  Sapper,  unless  pre¬ 
vented  by  illness ;  and  when  Mr.

year,  the  number  of  coumuni- 
cants  amounted  to  2b j.

So  striking 
and  remarkable,  indeed,  has 
been  the  influence  of  the  divine 
word,  that  Mr.  Johnson  has 
withheld  from  the  Society  many 
of  the  indications  of  grace  a- 
mong  his  Negroes,  lest  they 
should  appear  incredible. 

And  it  lias  been  the  plain  and 
simple  preaching  of  the  mercy 
of  God,  as  displayed  in  Christ 
Jesus,  which  has  been  rendered 
the  instrument  of  quickening 
and  giving  efficacy  to  the  bene¬ 
volent  measures  of  government, 
and  of  producing  this  migley 
change — brought  nome,  indeed, 
as  this  preachiiig  was,  by  the 
patient  labors  of  an  atfectiou- 
ate  servant  of  the  I.ord.  In 
Negro  towns,  where  this  word 
of  salvation  lias  been,  for  want 
of  Ministers,  but  unfrequently 
and  irregularly  preached,  the 
natives  are  far  behind  in  civili¬ 
zation  and  in  nil  the  benefits  of 
social  and  domestic  life.

JOINT  LETTER,  CONOLL'DEO. 

..Missionary  Stations. 

We  have  been  allowed  to  plant 
the  stindai'd  of  the  cross  at  Kir- 
ooah,  and  at  Hanaroorah,  where 
the  chiefs,  the  natives  and  for¬ 
eigners  may  from  week  to  week, 
hear  the  sound  of  the  Gospel. 
Most  gladly  would  we  erect  the 
standard  on  every  isle  in  this 
cluster,  but  we  have  no  preacher 
to  send.  The  people  are  with¬ 
out  any  form  of  religion,  waiting, 
as  it  were,  for  the  law  of  Christ, 
tho  they  know  not  his  name,  nor 
the  way  of  salvation. 

From  Atoui  the  call  is  loud 
and  impressive,  “Come  over  and 
help  us.”  Two  of  our  brethren, 
Messrs.  Whitnvy  and  Itiiggles, 
accompanied  George  to  his  fa¬ 
ther,  whs  I'eceived  his  long  ab¬ 


sent  son  with  tendersst  affection, 
and  made  him  second  in  com¬ 
mand  over  his  islands.  He  said, 
that  the  arrival  of  Hoome-lisume, 
as  his  son  is  called,  “made  his 
heart  so  joyful,  that  he  coold  nut 
talk  much  that  day.”  He  ex- 
ressed  much  gratitude  for  the. 
indness  of  the  friends  of  Ilooine- 
!  heoHie,  in  providing  fur  his  com- 
I  fort,  his  instruction,  and  his  safe 
I  return  ;  and  for  sending  teachers 
:  to  these  islands  to  instruct  him 
I  and  his  people,  in  the  arts  and 
1  sciences,  and  in  the  principles 
I  of  the  Christian  religion.  'I'lis 
I  king  said  with- respect  to  George, 
“1  love  Hoome-hooine  very  much 
more  than  iny  other  children  ;** 
(of  whom  he  has  a  daughter  older, 
and  a  sou  younger.)  “I  thought 
he  was  dead  ;  I  cry  many  times 
because  1  think  he  was  dead  ; — 
home  captains  tell  me  he  live  in 
America  ; — 1  say  no  lie  dead  ; 
— he  no  more  come  back.  But 
now  he  live  ; — lie  come  again  ; — 
my  heart  very  glad.”  He  enga- 

f;es  to  be  a  father  to  us,  as  we 
tave  been  to  his  sun.  He  is 
importunate  in  his  entreaties, 
that  some  of  us  should  settle 
there  ; — promises  to  give  us  hou¬ 
ses  and  land,  as  much  as  we 
need  ;  expresses  a  giei.t  desire 
to  learn,  and  has  begiiii  the  work 
ill  earnest.  'Fhe  brethren  after 
spending  eight  weeks  in  instnict- 
ing  him  ami  his  wife  and  family, 
and  exploring  the  island,  return¬ 
ed  to  this  place.  To-morrow  it 
is  expectetl  tliat  they,  with  their 
wives,  will  proceed  again  thillicr, 
in  the  ship  Levant,  Capt.  Cary, 
on  her  way  to  America  via  Can¬ 
ton.  \Ve  hope  the  Board  will 
have  it  in  their  power  immedi¬ 
ately  to  sUitioii  tlicre  an  ablw 
preacher  of  the  Gosjiel,  a  skilful 
and  discreet  physician,  an  in- 
I  dustrious  farmer,  and  an  acrom- 
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plishcd  Lancasterian  school-nias- 
Ut. 

At  Kirooah,  our  brethren,  tho 
subject  to  great  privations,  are 
allowed  to  engage  in  their  ap- 

E'iate  work  with  flattering 
i  of  success.  The  kijig  leads 
the  way  as  their  humble  pupil, 
an»l  now  begins  to  read  intelli¬ 
gibly  in  the  New  Testament, 
desirous  to  outstrip  all  his  sub¬ 
jects  III  the  acquisition  of  useful 
knowledge.  Two  of  his  wives, 
and  two  stewards  under  their 
instriiction,  exercise  theins-^lves 
in  the  most  easy  reading  les¬ 
sons  of  Webster's  spelling  book. 

At  this  place,  we  have  a  plea¬ 
sant  school  advancing  with  de¬ 
sirable  progress  in  the  rudiments 
of  the  Knglish  language.  The 
number  under  our  instruction 
here  is  about  30,  among  whom 
are  the  governor,  or  head  chief 
of  the  island,  his  wife,  daughter 
of  a  «;iiiei’  Karakakooa,  and  o- 
leven  children  of  white  men. 
One  of  the  latter,  George  Holmes, 
exhibits  a  fine  genius  for  paint¬ 
in'..  Wv  siMid  I  on  a  specimen 
of  drawing  and  lettering,  exe¬ 
cuted  by  him  under  our  instruc¬ 
tion,  which  we  think  could  not, 
without  better  models,  bo  ex¬ 
ceeded  by  any  school -boy  in  A- 
luerica.  We  need  here  the  aid 
ol  V  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and 
a  school -master,  who  is  skilled 
in  iho  l.aiicasfcrian  method  of 
instruction, — and  a  trieil  phy¬ 
sician,  who  would  cheerfully  and 
patiently  enduri'  the  necessary 
toils  and  privations,  to  which 
h”  lo'ist  be  subject  in  removing 
the  diseases  of  the  body  and  soul 
iimong  llie  heathen,  and  among 
I’.is  fellow  laborers.  God  has 
hitlierto  preserved  our  health ; 
but  the  heathen  around  us  are 
wasting  away  by  diseases,  in¬ 
duced  not  bV  the  climate,  but 


by  their  imprudence  and  vices, 

DrI  Holman  has  purposed  to 
take  his  station  at  Mowee.  That 
is  a  fruitful  island,  and  we  hope 
soon  to  see  the  standard  of  the 
Gospel  ])lanted  there.  The 
scruples  of  the  king,  with  regard 
to  the  danger  of  additional  mis- 
sionaries  in  this  field,  we  hope 
will  have  subsided  before  addi¬ 
tional  laborers  can  arrive.  He 
expressed  a  regret,  that  no  one 
of  us  could  repair  and  build  ves¬ 
sels  for  him.  We  think  that  a 
pious,  skilful,  and  devoted  ship- 
carpenter,  inured  to  self-denial, 
and  able  to  recommend  and  en¬ 
force  the  religion  of  Christ, 
might  be  of  incalculable  benefit 
to  this  people.  Such  a  mechan¬ 
ic  they  would  prize  above  all 
others.

That  in  their  opin 
ion  it  is  expedient  to  take  meas¬ 
ures  for  the  formation  of  suclr 
a  union.

Sir, — If  you  will  make  room 
for  the  following  notice  in  your 
Monitor  of  this  date,  you  will 
oblige  the  subscribers,  as  well  as 
aid  the  object  therein  proiected. 

A  number  of  individuals  have 
associated  to  fence,  finish  clear¬ 
ing  and  cultivate  a  field  contain¬ 
ing  from  five  to  eight  acres  of  ex¬ 
cellent  corn  ground  at  tlie  top  of 
the  eminence  eastward  from  the 
Court-House.  Tlie  use  is  given 
by  the  owner  for  two  seasons. 
The  first  to  raise  corn  and  pota- 


tatoes,  and  the  next  wheat. 

This  is  to  inform  those  al¬ 
ready  associated,  and  those  who 
wish  to  associate,  that  next 
Tuesday  morning  is  the  time  set 
to  assemble  at  the  field  with 
teams  and  axes  to  erect  the  fence 
and  prepare  for  the  plough. 
Each  laborer  will  furnish  his 
own  provisions.  The  articles 
of  association  appropriate  one 
half  the  crop  in  each  year  to  the 
use  of  our  Pastor  t  and  provide 
that  the  other  half  shall  go  to 
such  charitable  object  or  objects 
as  {.hall  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
associates  at  a  meeting  holden 
when  each  crop  is  ready  for 
market.
